COINAGE OF SILVER 


The P resident's p roclam ation for the p urchase 


of silver and the coining of the same a t a cer­ 


tain p rice, is the startling new s in the financial 


world today. T his act of the President does tw o 
things. 
It of course increases the m ark et for 
silver 
and 
causes 
jubilation 
throughout 
the 
silver states and the silver advocates. It leads 
the way to bi-m etallism , w hich m any have ad­ 
vocated here, and many of the nations of the 
w orld have been insisting up on. 
It is another step tow ard greater inflation, 
and yet controlled inflation, w hich will unques­ 
tionably raise the p rices of all com m odities. In­ 
deed, this m orning at the op ening of the stock 
ex change and the com m odity ex changes, p rices 
snot up in the m atter of gold and w heat, to their 
limit. 
T his act by the President, just before C on­ 
gress convenes, tends to p lace the P resident in 
an ex trem ely im p regnable p osition w ith C on­ 
gress. 
\ few m onths ago there was consider­ 
able criticism leveled at the President by the 
anti-inflation or so-called “ sound m oney” p eo­ 
p le. 
1 here w as also a hue and cry raised by 
the ex trem e inflationists, and the President was 
iifiding 
him self 
between 
tw o 
hostile 
forces. 
H ow ever, the p lanned op p osition by the reac­ 
tionaries. break ing over the country, drove the 
P resident a little farther tow ard the radicals, 
and brou;;¡1: the radio.Is entirely 
to the sup ­ 
p ort of the President. 
It indicated, if tha t k ind 
of c am p aign w as going * to be carried on, that 
the so-called “hard m oney” group would be left 
stranded, relatively few in num ber, and w ith­ 
out sup p ort in the country. 
In the m eantim e, business has been p ick ing

into c irc ula tion; the p eop le are being em p loyed,
